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Cont. of 1 1: Applicant's arguments with respect to Marusak is persuasive. It is agreed that the current amendment positively recites 
regulation of the generator, or diagnosis of the generator. However, appicant's arguments with respect to Larson NOT teaching "one of 
regulation of the generator and diagnosis of the generator" are unpersuasive. These are essentially the same arguments previously offered, 
and the examiner has essentially the same responses- please refer to the final action sent 1 1/26/2007. 

Additionally, the examiner notes that applicant has not, by any means, invented "regulation of a generator" OR "diagnosis of a generator". 
These concepts have existed in the automible industry for years. Applicant's only claim to an invention in this area is possibly the 
modularizaion of BOTH of these (and not merely one of them as currently claimed) into one integrated module. Even then, the combination 
would still have to pass the "obvious to combine" into a single module test.
